FACES HARDER SLEDDING 


In the senate harder sledding is pre- 


dicted for the proposal to abolish the 
national guard. 
As a result of the 


assembly action. Governor Blaine who 
opposes the bill according to an expres- 
sion given to the state federation of 
labor, will bring pressure to bear to 
head off the measure by a compro- 
mise. A large cut in the appropriation 
is anticipated with the guard contin- 
ued.

an examination of the bookkeepers who 
make up its records and an interview with 
those who have had material transactions 
with it will reveal to the proper -authori- 
ties whether or not that corporation is 
making a good faith return to the state 
of its income. And although the admini- 
.stratum's, measure will result in the ac- 
complishment of no good whatsoever it 
\raight be passed over as tlie idea of an 
impractical visionary were it, not that its 
enactment appears to be fraught with 
sinister harm to every industry in the 
state as well' as every individual. 
We 


know that il is a popular thing in AVis- 
consin to badger business. Men who have 
an ambition to succeed in political life 
. have been taught that success lies in the 
support of laws which have for their pur- 
pose the annoyance, harassment and in- 
j«ry of the industries of the state. Un- 
fortunately for the commonwealth, the or- 
dinary politician is a man of little expe- 
rience and less education, who may in 
good faith but jvrth. mistaken judgment 
advance theories of government which 
will do us all a lot of harm. 


"What harm may result from this pro- 


posed legislation? 
"What injury to the 


farmer, worker or businessman? , The in- 
dustries of Wisconsin must compete with 


• ^jfiiilar industries located throughout the,, 


several states of the Union. Competition 
in most businesses is very keen. The "VVis- 
iconsin industry, competing with a simitar 
Michigan ostnblishmant will be greatly 
handicapped by the enachnont of this 
.propOBcd,measure. 
The Michigan indus- 


v try, not required to publish it* income tax 


return as is required in Wisconsin, will 
be able to maintain as againstf the Wiscon- 
sin industry, perfect secrecy as tO(its af- 
fairs and it will have the stupendous ad- 
vantage of knowing from the income tax 
return of the Wisconsin industry just ex- 
actlj" the financial condition of its compe- 
titor. 
A AVisconsin corporation is re- 


quired to filo its income tax Return in 
great detail. 
It docs not merely file a 


statement of the amount of profit it may 
make over a given period-of time. 
It is 


required 'to file the innermost details of 
its business. It must tell in its income 
tax return the amount of money that it 
has paid out for raw materials, for labor, 
for administration expense; it must di- 
vulge also for depreciation charges 'the 
original cost of its plant and equipment, 
what it pays out for every sort of con- 
ceivable expense and what it receives by 
way of every conceivable avenue of in- 
come. 
"When this detailed statement of 


its business becomes public and in this 
manner is learned by its competitor, the 
AVisconsin industry is at the mercy of any 
similar industry from 
a neighboring 


state. 
The AVisconsiu industry will bo 


nearly powerless to compete under such 
circumstances. It will know-nothing of 
the business of its competitor, whereas 
its competitor, knowing all the innermost 
details of its business, will know exactly 
how far to go in depriving the AVisconsin 
industry of the Business which otherwise 
it could secure. This, it seems to us, will 
create a havoc which 
our lawmakers 


might well examine with minute care be- 
fore they sponsor it. We pass over many 
other items of harm, that will result from' 
the proposed legislation, but when, with- 
out gaining any advantage whatsoever 
to the people of the state. AVC cripple or 
paralyze our own industries, we *should 
reckon carefully upon the, result because 
it will be far-reaching. The industries of 
AVisconsin pay mto our state treasury 
every year many millions of dollars. 
If 


these millions Avere not paid out of the 
profits of these industries they wouTft have 
to be paid out of the more slender income 
of others or by a real estate tax. 
Every 


taxpayer in AVisconsin is interested in 
having AVisconsin industries secure all 
the business to which they are'legitimate- 
ly entitled. An industry that is prosper- 
ous can and will pay to' its workers better 
wages and can and will pay to the state 
taxes in proportion to its prosperily. We 
believe ardently in the.principle of our in- 
come tax law.—that^individuals and cor- 
porations should pay taxes in proportion 
to their ability to pay. • But beyond that 
it is the duty of the Government of the 
state not to hamper or cut the throats of 
AVisconsin's industries by delivering over 
to their non-resident competitors their 
business scr-rets. at no advantage to the 
state itself but at tremendous advantage 
to the competitor and ruin and disaster to 
the home industry. Docs any intelligent 
businessman doubt that paper mills locat- 
ed without the borders of this state would 
willingly give tens of thousands of dollars 
.to learn the business secrets of AViseon- 
fein paper mills, which under this new law 
will he handed to the non-resident paper 
mills upon a silver platter 
and for 


nothing?

AVith our eyes open lo the knowledge 


that the proposed law can accomplish no 
good but that it may so curtail the pros- 
perity of Wisconsin's industries as to 
throw the burden of their taxes upon the 
other people of the state, can any"fYidivid- 
ual. whatever his walk in lifc; intelligent- 
ly support it ? 


This proposed measure may be enacted 


into law. Doubtless the administration 
at Madison has, sufficient strength in the 
legislature to accomplish its will and if 
the proposed act becomes law its harmful 
results may not be felt for two or three 
years, but at the end of that (time the 
small taxpayer, already staggering nnder 
his heavy load, may realize that his bur- 
den of taxation has grown because im- 
prajjtieal politicians by publishing broad- 
cast the details of the affairs of Wiscon- 
sin's industries have turned their busi- 
ness over to their non-resident competi- 
tors making it impossible for them to pay 
income taxes as they now pay them, de- 
priving each community of its share of 
their prosperity, and throwing the tax 
'burden upon the land owner and the man 
of small income.

The Question Box 


WHY TEETH DECAY 


Well, this is a long story, full of confusion and 


discord^ The doctors and the dentists are pulling 
and hauling apparently at cross purposes and the 
dentifrice manufacturers are frying to agree more or 
loss,with everybody and the public is all balled up. 
Let's see if we can make head or tail of it. 


Somebody made a noble effort to crystallize the 


inarticulate thought in an epigram. A clean tooth 
never decays. 
That made a gHeat hit with, oh, a 


lot of folks also gome dentists and doctors and 
schoolmarms and social' workers and" the like. 1 
scarcely dare refer to it in a questioning spirit, for 
just as surely as I betray a doubt about tke value 
of brushing the teeth, all the social workers, setioo!- 
marms, etc., think and some of them utter scath- 
ing rebukes in the course of which they wonder 
whether I was brought up in a sawmill or a stable. 
Some dentists—I suspect quite a number of dentists 
are like that. /They think soap (in disguist\ of 
course) is synonymous with breeding. 
And -some 


school marms, etc., harbor a similar notion. La- 
de-da, you know. 


Now the reasoning on which the epigram is based 


is very plausible, the mucus or film on the surface 
of the teeth incloses bacteria with particles of car- 
bohydrate (starch or sugar); the carbohydrato under- 
goes fermentation by the bacteria, resulting in the 
formation of lactic acid (same acid as that of butter- 
milk or soured milk). The lactic acid then dissolves 
the lime (calcium) salts in the enamel of the teeth 
and there you have a cavity which affords a fino 
opening for other bacteria, especially the putrefac- 
tive types, so that tho cavity becomes a pocket full 
of poison. 


This is all sweet enough. It appeals strongly to 


the la-de-da intellect and the young lady across the 
way, 
if you know what I mean. Yet it has pome 


weak points. 
It doesn't account for the fine teeth 


of the sugar cane sucking pickaninnies nor for the 
beautiful, white, even, sound teeth of little Italian 
kids on their arrnal in America from the rural 
larts of tho old country where carbohydrate, it 
lot candy, is freely fed to children. It doesn't ac- 
ount for the fact that animal's teeth show little 
end<?ncy to decay. 
And experimentally it seems 


mpossible to demonstrate any such effect—animals 
ed with large amounts of sugars and of white flour 
howed no dental defects after two years, although 
pgars adhered to their teeth constantly and the 
ermentative types of bacteria were found constantly^ 
resent in the mucus or film on their teeth. 
Tho truth is that the film is rather a protection 
o tho tooth, in my judgment it is a mistake to 
emove that film or mucus coating by means o£ al- 
alies, acids- or soap, as a general rule. It may be 
clvisablc in certain individual pathological cases. 
Teeth decay because the diet is faulty. The footl

•% itaminp. 
It lacks calcium (lime) salts 


which are too thoroughly removed from foods in 
rocesp of manufacture.") 
Another curious fact recently noted by scientific 


worker* is that the svstem can better appropriate 
ts calcium anrl phosphorus quota, even from a tlc- 
cctive diet, if the body receives plenty of .sunlight.

Supervision 
of 'Appleton parks is 


again to be simplified as a result o' 
the action of the city council naming 
the mayor, city attorney and city en- 
gineer park commissioners and plac- 
ing them in control of parks, swim- 
ming pool and skating rinks. 


Under 
the former' arrangement, 


this supervision was entirely in the 
hands of the board of public works, 
consisting of the mayor, city attor- 
ney, city engineer and eix aldermen. 
This method sometimes made it dif- 
ficult to secure prompt action, and 
meetings of the board proved, to Ue 
expensive when only trivial matters 
weie to be considered. Until last sum- 
mer paiks were supervised by the 
street and bridge committee. 


By subdividing the functions of the 


board, the council places the three 
city officers referred to in charge. The 
park commissioners are now in po- 
sition to meot almost on short notice, 
since all of them retain offices in the 
city ball. 


The park 
commissioners are au- 


thorized to hire the caretakers of the 
parks, skating rinks and the swim- 
ming pool and grant permits to vari- 
ous organizations or parties for the 
use of parks for picnics, amusement 
purposes or public or private gather- 
ngs and dances. 


They arc permitted to make annual 


expenditures for flowers, shrubbery, 
etc., not in excess of $100 for each 
park or $40 for each public boulevard, 
>r flower beds located in the streets, 
or public squares.
